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LAW PROTECTING BIRDS. 


Federal Judge Upholds Measure 
Carrying Out Treaty With 
| ~ Canada.

The cohclusion reached by Judge 
Trieber was that a treaty made ly 


the United States, unless in violation | 


of some express provision of tha 
Federal Constitution or affecting the 
form of our Government, is th? su- 
preme law of the land and overrides 
the constitutions and statutes of the 
States. He further held that al 

though such an act of Congress, in 

dependent of the obligation of a 
treaty, would be void as infringing 
upon the reserved powers of the 
States when enacted to carry into ef- 
fect a treaty with a foreign Govern- 
ment those rights of the States are 
subordinate, and for this reason the 
tenth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution does not apply to the 
treaty power of the Governmen*. 


Judge Trieber's decision upholding 
the constitutionality of the migratory 
bird treaty act is given special sig- 
nificance by the fact that he was the 
first Federal Judge to hold a prior 
migratory bird law unconstitutional. 
upon the advice of Elihu 
Root, the Government then made a 
treaty with Canada by the terms of 
which the two countries mutually 
covenant to protect migratory birds, 
and the present law, based upon the 
treaty, was passed by Congress in 
1918. It is this law which Judge 
Trieber upholds. If additionally up- 
held by the United States Supreme 
Court the law will give the Govern- 
ment, through the Department of 
Agriculture, precedence over the 
states in the protection of migratory 
birds. There have been no objections 
to such a law except by hunters, who 
have in some cases protested against 
regulations bv the Government tak 
ing precedence over their own state 
laws. In Missouri, for instance, the 
(;overnment permits shooting of mi 
gratory birds only fromSept Ld to Dec 
31, Whereas the State permits them 
to be shot from Sept. 1 to Mav 31. 
The Federal law permits states to 
abridge the Government seasons, but 
not to extend them. This is the Fed- 
eral law which Attorney-General Me 
Allister of Missouri violated when 
together with friends, he was arrest- 
ed by Federal game wardens afte 
having killed 76 wild ducks and one 
wild goose, which the party had in 
its possession.
